In answer to the letter of the Director of the Mint, of the 28th inst., which you handed me 
to report upon, I have the honor to state that the amount reported by me to you on Sept. 28th 
ulto., and referred to by the Director as included in your communication to him of the 8th inst., is 
the true amount of Standard bullion operated upon, and returned from the refinery operation of 
the fiscal year, 1887. 


The statement accompanying the letter of the Director, of 28th inst., appears to be made 
up of the Gross weight of the bullion, used in refining the Deposits of the separate months of the 
last fiscal year; and includes that used in refining the deposits of May and June, 1887, which 
were not refined until after the close of the fiscal year. The amount given in my Communication 
of Sept. 28th 1887, viz 680712.19 ozs. is the true standard weight of the bullion refined during 
the last fiscal year.
